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TORONTO TIPPLER FANCIERS, A - Z

Well to be honest, my loft hopping visits in Toronto July 13 and 14, 1991 
did not span the whole alphabet, but it did include Basic to Zovich with 
nine others in between. 

I needed to be a couple hours north of Toronto on business Monday morning, 
so I took advantage of the "free" trip to cane a couple days early and 
take advantage of a long standing invitation by Oskar Zovich, and get a 
chance to meet many of the Toronto area Tippler fanciers. Kathy and Oskar 
were fantastic hosts. I thoroughly enjoyed the opportunity to meet them 
and pleasant family of Rob, Elita and Elvis. 

I arrived at Oskar's early Saturday afternoon. After spending sane time 
visiting and looking through his birds we were off. With Oskar as my 
faithful and informative tour guide and chauffeur we started at Herb 
Keay's. Harry Smith and Herb were there. They share a loft at Herb's 
place arri Harry had a kit up for us to watch while we chatted. The kit 
was quite fresh when we arrived but settled da-m well for their training 
flight while we had a few brews. They flew medium to low and rambled or 
raked quite well. Herb and Harry have a nice location to fly from. The 
loft name "Hillcrest" accurately describes the location, but they do nave 
to contend with a neighbor's TV antenna when dropping their birds. 


Next step was Donny Wilson's. Donny is located in a fairly flat area 
which is only about a mile frcm the lake so often has favorable wind 
conditions. He is a long time Tippler flyer who keeps the old families of 
Lincoln, Pass and Waterfall. 

We next stopped at George Vertolli's, another fairly flat location close 
to the lake, but also closer to dewntewn. George flies his birds from a 
loft on the rooftop of his garage which gives one a pretty good view to 
watch tne kit. He holds the current North American record. 

Oskar and I stopped by Harry Hunt's a couple times that evening, but did 
not find Harry heme until Sunday morning. Hunt is a name which has for 
decades been synonymous with high quality Tipplers in Canada. Although 
Harry has not been very active the past few years, since the passing of 
his wife he has a few of his sharp looking mottles. 

Next stop was Martin Beedie's. The lofts are located at the back of a 
spacious, well kept yard. Martin has flown seme very good times with his 
birds and had sharp looking group of cock birds in the kit box. 

Fran there we went to Smail Basic's. He is looted on the side of a 
slight hill. Smail has recently added an office to the opposite side of 
the spacious flypen attached to the loft. He had a kit of young birds up 
which were raking very well.

Harris's. He had his old cock kit up which had performed so well this 
past season. Stan is located on the same ridge as Oskar, both having 
sharp valleys nearby. Unfortunately, he has a pigeon keeper a B °^ n , a

Everywhere we went I saw high quality Tipplers Even thoughmanyof the 
lofts were testament to the decades of use, all were very ^ 

birds well cared for. There were a few instances where a fancier kept 
some specific "strains", but typically the concern was for quality^f 
individual performance and ancestral performance than "family lineage- 
Mrds worth has to be proved in the air before it will be considered in 
the breeding loft. And unless it produces quality flying offspring, 
wfftSfthe^iong. The type of bird camion throughout was of Swansea 
background along with Bartholomew, and Lovatt and crosses ; ^Pass 

as some of the older "Canadian" types - Prud'honme, Balmer, Lincoln, Pass 

and Waterfall. 

I have often been asked why I thought the Canadian fanciers flew tippl^ 
so well. My answer has been that they typically are more dedicated to 
proper tracing and conditioning of their birds than most of usm the 
States. My visit confirmed this, but also revealed a couple other 
relevant factors. To a man, with the exception of Langley, all tadta 
aood to great flying locations. The terrain in the areas of Toronto that 
I visited allowed for many good winds. There is an old Tippler 
that "location will beat condition" and there is a lot of tnrtdi to ft. 
There are very few Tippler flyers that I have visited in the U. S. who 
have flying locations to rival those I saw in Toronto. Another major 
factor irTtheir success is cooperation. Good tods 

closely guarded, they are shared. Oskar Zovich has best 

tires consistent over the last decade. His birds, many of them 15+ haft 
flyers, are in the lofts of others throughout the area, as are birds from 
other top fanciers. 

I would like to thank all those mentioned for making me feel so welcome. 

I thoroughly enjoyed the opportunity to meet all of you. A special thanks 
to OskarTtethy and family for their hospitality and all they Ud to mate 
the weekend possible.

DOMINIQUE HISTORY — Author John Gould 

Provides Ties to the"Dominiques' Past 

In our quest for history of the Dominique 
breed and breeders we have interviewed and 
written about Dominique Club Charter Member 
Clarence W. (Walt) Withey, who was the last 
president of the National American Dominique 
Club, which existed from about 1912 until 
the early 1930's. Now we are pleased to 
have had the opportunity to talk with 
another person who bridges back to that 
earlier club. 

Before I go on, let me introduce Mr. John 
Gould, well-known columnist for the 
Christian Science Monitor and author of 
several books of humorous essays on New 
England farm life. I've especially enjoyed 
his column in the Monitor over the years, 
and have noticed several references to his 
father's having had Dominiques and to the 
National American Dominique Club. Clippings 
of some of these articles have also been 
sent to us. For example, we mentioned one 
in Dominique News of August 1980. So it was 
decided by my fellow Dominique historians 
that I should visit Mr. Gould. He 
graciously agreed to an interview, which 
took place at his home in Friendship, Maine 
on April 21, 1990. 

His recollection begins with noted 
Dominique breeder A. Q. Carter of Freeport, 
Maine, a prominent business man who was 
deeply involved in the poultry fancy and 
specialized in the Dominique breed. He 
showed his Dominiques widely and very 
successfully. In 1913 he was Secretary- 
Trsasurer of the then relatively new 
National American Dominique Club.

DOMINIQUE HISTORY — Ties to the Past

illustrations of the Dominique breed in the 
1915 Standard of Perfection and in every 

subsequent edition of the black and white 
Standard from then until it was replaced by 
the Standard of Perfection (in color)in 

1985. 

(My husband was able to purchase the 
original retouched pictures, which were 
auctioned off at the 1987 APA National at 
Claremore, Oklahoma. They now hang in a 
prominent location in our home. Schilling's 
retouching is quite apparent.) 

Eventually Carter was forced by ill 
health to sell his land and the flock. 

Franklin F. Gould, John's father, who worked 
for the Railway Post Office of the Bangor 
and Boston Railway, bought the property and 
the Dominiques along with it in 1918. One 
of young John's regular chores was feeding 
the Dominiques. He remembers that his 
father soon became an avid breeder and 
exhibitor of Dominiques and was proud to be 
maintaining Carter's fine strain. For 
example, Franklin showed Dominiques 
extensively in New England, at Madison 

Square Garden, New York and at Ottawa, 

Canada. He was president of the Freeport 
Poultry Association. John recalls that the 
poultry shows at Freeport and at Portland, 
Maine, together with the Boston Show, were 
the important shows in the Northeast. 

Because of the high quality of the Carter 
strain, Freeport had been an important 
center of Dominique activity. In about 
1925, Franklin Gould became president of the 
National American Dominique Club, a post 
which he held for several years. This was 
now a period of decline in the popularity of 
Dominiques. But John's writings have served 
t-n keep the name of the Dominique, America's 
oldest breed, before the public. 

John Gould has provided a unique insight 
into this phase of Dominique history and an 
organization of Dominique breeders. In 
appreciation, our Executive Committee has 
made him a Life Member of the Dominique Club 
of America. I presented him with a Club 
badge and a framed copy of the Hegemann 
drawing of a Dominique cockerel. We have 
learned a great deal about the background of 
our favorite breed and I thank John on 
behalf of the Club.

not take the back roads as Dad and Joe Pascoe had suggested. At j A.M. 
it is best to stay on the major highways: one can make better time and 
there is less chance of deer running into your path. At 8 A.M., near 
Oneonta, we stopped at. a McDonald's and had breakfast, and made it to 
the Cobleski11 Fairgrounds in plenty of time to coop in comfortably. 

Many familiar faces about, including that of George Schroeder, Jerry 

Yeaw, the Waldaus, Dick Park, John Hayes, Art Schallenberg and othe^s^ 
The quality of the birds in the show was good, and I sensed that the 
competition would be first rate although I was not at all intimidated 
by the prospect of "a good fight," as it were. 

Several things about the show were peculiar. The birds were not, first 
of 111 all cooped according to classes, which is extremely odd. Some

were eliminated from the competition for Continental class champion. 
As I type these lines I am again getting very angry and upset. I still 
have not determined the best course of action to take. Shall I write 
directly to Durb and confront him with this apalling behavior on his 
part? Shall I write to Ralph and Lillian Morey and explain what 
happened? Durb is a very popular judge and he is judging everywhere 
these days. If I do too much squawking, he will be vindictive and I 
will have to suffer the consequences. Is discretion the better part of 
valor? Another judging matter that made me furious was the judging of 
the American Same Bantams. I am sure that they were "judged" without 
the judge in question having gone anywhere near the cages where the 
birds were housed. There were only four American Games: an old pair, 
shown by Palan Miller, R. R. 1, Box 153, Rncram, NY 12502; and my two 
pullets. And so, it was not. necessary for the judge to examine the 
birds to determine which bird was first cock and which one was first 
hen and also to mark first pullet and second pullet op my two birds. I 
quietly went to the officials' table at the show and reported that the 
judges appeared to be picking Game Bantam champions and they had not 
yet judged the American Games! The officials appeared to be 
appropriately shocked and that was my intent in asking the question as 
I did as I knew for certain that the judges were simply cutting 
corners and did not examine the birds that they did not have to. Most 
apalling. Not long after the judging began, Lillian Morey came to me 
and asked me if I would write up the show as I did last year. "Do your 
write up and when you get it done send your material to me and I will 
put the show report with it and send it in to Poult: y P: ess, said 
she in a very down-the-nose manner. My immediate reaction was to tell 
her to go to hell. Again, I remained silent. 

Another peculiar event was the judging of the Old English and Modern 
Game bantams. There was a very club-house/in group clutch of judges 
and exhibitors in the Game aisle and everyone else was more or less 
excluded from the event. Many people had the impression that politics 
was the name of the game in the judging of the Games and not long 
after the Games were judged, many angry and disgusted exhibitors 
removed their birds from the cages and went home! Hardly an 
auspicious beginning to the day. In addition, the judges took for eve: 
in judging what was not an extremely large show. They did one or two 
breeds in a given class and then disappeared for several hours at at 
time. Two judges CDurb and Beamer) were listed in the show catalogue 
and there were at least four judges at work at times! Who were the 
other two? One of them was Ralph Morey, the president of the Eastern 
New York State Poultry Association. One can understand how he would 
want to "judge a few." Understandable, yes, but not exactly correct 
procedure. The other man, a peculiar quiet little fellow, did a lot of 
the judging. I remember seeing him judge the standard B: ahmas. The 
Trio Classic was set up An an adjacent building with the waterfowl and 
was very much off the beaten path and therefore ignored by most 
people. I don't think that most people even knew that the Trio Classic 
was taking place.

Another judging peculiarity: Art Schallenberg also did some judging of 
the show. I believe that he judged a good portion of the standard 
birds. I think the Cobleskill show this year was the worst run poultry 
show that I have ever attended. 

As I mentioned above, F'alan Miller from Ancram, NY, also showed some 
American Game Bantams. Nice to sea someone else showing birds. I must 
write him a letter about American Games. 

An especially bright spot on the horizon is Merritt (Mickey) E. Belle

1. Define the Aristotelian concept of the Mean. Include in your 
definition a discussion of "deficiency and excess," "pleasure and 
pain." What are three practical rules for good conduct set forth by 
Aristotle that will help one arrive at the Mean? 

2. Describe the process, as outlined by Socrates in THE SYMPOSIUM, by 
means of which one is led to contemplate absolute beauty. 


B: Answer no less than two of the following seven questions: 

1. How, according to Ecclesiastes, is one to live one's life. Compare 
this point of view with that set forth by Aristotle in ETHICS. 

2. How does Aristotle characterize and define "contemplation." 

3. Explain why Aristotle characterizes ETHICS as a work of practical 
(not theoretical) science. What constitutes a virtuous act according 
to Aristotle? 

4. Compare the notion of "the Good" as established by Plato in his 
"Theory of Forms" (THE SYMPOSIUM, THE REPUBLIC) with the same notion 
as defined by Aritstotle (ETHICS). 

5. Describe the fictional form and technique used by Plato in THE 
SYMPOSIUM. 

6. Outline the point of view of one of the principal speakers in THE 
SYMPOSIUM of Plato and relate that point of view to the thesis of THE 
SYMPOSIUM as a whole. 

7. It has been said that the speech that Plato assigns to 
Aristophanes in THE SYMPOSIUM "constitutes almost the most brillant 
of all his achievements as a literary artist." What are some of the 
qualities of that speech tha cause it to be so highly regarded?

TAKEN. IDENTIFY THE SPEAKER AND THE PERSON(S) TO V .OM HIS REMARKS ARE 
ADDRESSED. (15 minutes) 


1. A generation goes, a generation comes, yet the earth stands firm 
for ever. The sun rises, the sun sets; then to its place it speeds and 
there it rises. Southward goes the wind, then turns to the north; it 
turns and turns again; back then to its circling goes the wind. Into 
the sea all the rivers go, and yet the sea is never filled, and still 
to their goal the rivers go. All things are wearisome. No man can say 
that eyes have not had enough of seeing, ears their fill of hearing. 
What was will be again, what has been done will be done again; and 
there is nothing new under the sun. 


2. ...the conclusion is that the good for man is an activity of soul 
in accordance with virtue, or if there are more kinds of virtue than 
one, in accordance with the best and most perfect kind. There is a 
further qualification: in a complete lifetime. One swallow does not 
make a summer; neither does one day. Similarly neither can one day, or 
a brief space of time, make a man blessed and happy. 

3. Virtue, then, is of two kinds, intellectual and moral. Intellectual 
virtue owes both its inception and its growth chiefly to instruction, 
and for this very reason needs time and experience. Moral goodness, on 
the other hand, is the result of habit, from which it has actually got 
its name, being a slight modification of the word ethos. 


4. This, then, is my conclusion: the right happiness for men is to 
eat and drink and be content with all the work he has to do under the 
sun, during the few days God has given him to live, since this is the 
lot assigned to him. 


5. In the first place, there were three sexes, not, as with us, two, 
male and female; the third partook of the nature of both the others 
and has vanished, though its name survives. The hermaphrodite was a 
distinct sex in form as well as in name, with the characteristics of 
both male and female, but now the name alone remains, and that solely 
as a term of abuse. 


6. But now I will leave you in peace, and try to give the account of 
Love which I once heard from a woman of Mantinea, called Diotima. 


7. Better a good name than costly oil, the day of death than the day 
of birth. Better to go to the house of mourning than to the house of 
feasting; for to this end all men come, let the living take this to 
heart. 


8. One last thing, my son, be warned that writing books involves 
endless hard work, and that much study wearies the body. To sum up the 
whole matter: fear God and keep his commandments, since this is the 
whole duty of man. For God will call all hidden deeds, good or bad, to 
judgment. 


9. 'I've just been looking for you, Apollodorus,' he said; 'I want to 
know what happened at that party of Agathon's with Socrates and 
Alcibiades and the others, and what was said on the subject of love. 
I've already had it from one person, who was told by Phoenix, the son 
of Philip. He couldn't give me any clear account, but he said that you 
knew about it too. 


10. To be conscious that we are perceiving or thinking is to be 
conscious of our existence. To be conscious that one is alive is 
something pleasant in itself. Life is a desireable thing, especially 
for the good, because for them existence is good and pleasant. The 
good man feels towards his friend as he feels towards himself, because 
his friend is a second self to him. 


11. ...whereas they honored Achilles the son of Thetis and despatched 
him to the Islands of the Blest, because he, when he learnt from his 
mother that he would die if he killed Hector, but that if he did not 
kill him he would reach home and die at a good old age, made the 
heroic choice to go to the rescue of his lover Patroclus and to avenge 
him, though this involved dying after him as well as for him. He thus 
earned the extreme admiration of the gods, who treated him with 
special distinction for showing in this way how highly he valued his 
lover. 


12. For contemplation is both the highest form of activity (since the 
intellect is the highest thing in us, and the objects that it 
apprehends are the highest things that can be known), and also it is 
the most continuous, because we are more capable of continuous 
contemplation than we are of any practical activity. Also we assume 
that happiness must contain an admixture of pleasure; now activity in 
accordance with philosophic wisdom is admittedly the most pleasant of 
the virtuous activities; at any rate philosophy is held to entail 
pleasures that are marvellous in purity and permanence; and it stands 
to reason that those who possess knowledge pass their time mere 
pleasantly than those who are still in pursuit of it. 

13. The most skillful doctor is the doctor who can distinguish between 
noble and base loves in this sphere, and the man who can cause a body 
to change the latter for the former, and can implant love in a body 
which lacks but needs it, and remove it where it already exists, will 
be a good practitioner. He must be able to bring elements in the body 
which are most hostile to one another into mutual affection and 
love... 


14. 'Good evening, gentlemen. Will you welcome into your company a man 
who is already drunk, utterly drunk, or shall we just put a garland on 
Agathon, which is what we came for, and go away? I couldn't be at the 
celebration yesterday, but I've come now with this wreath to have the 
pleasure of transferring it from my own head to the head of this 
paragon of beauty and cleverness. You'll laugh at me, will you, 
because I'm drunk? Well, you may laugh, but I know that what I say is 
true. But tell me at once, am I to join your party on the conditions 
stated? Will you drink with me or not?' 


15. 'I propose to praise Socrates, gentlemen, by using similes. He 
will perhaps think that I mean to make fun of him, but my object in 
employing them is truth, not ridicule. I declare that he bears a 
strong resemblance to those figures of Silenus in statuaries' shops, 
represented holding pipes or flute; they are hollow inside, and when 
they are taken apart you see that they contain little figures of gods. 

16. Since, then, the question of legislation has been left unexamined 
by previous thinkers, presumably we had better investigate it more 
closely for ourselves, together with the question of constitutions 
generally, so that our philosophy of human conduct may be as complete 
as possible. 


17. Since, while the end is an object of wish, the means to it are 
objects of deliberation and choice, the actions that are related to 
the means will be performed in accordance with choice and voluntarily. 
But the exercise of moral virtues is related to means. Therefore 
virtue lies in our power, and similarly so does vice; because where it 
is in our power to act, it is also in our power not to act, and where 
we can refuse we can also comply. 


18. The truth of the matter I believe to be this. There is, as I 
stated at first, no absolute right and wrong in love, but everything 
depends upon the circumstances; to yield to a bad man in a bad way is 
wrong; but to yield to a worthy man in a right way is right. The bad 
man is the common or vulgar lover, who is in love with the body rather 
than the soul; he is not constant because what he loves is not 
constant; as soon as the flower of physical beauty, which is what he 
loves, begins to fade, he is gone "even as a dream," and all his 
professions and promises are as nothing. 


19. So Poverty, thinking to alleviate her wretched condition by 
bearing a child to Contrivance, lay with him and conceived Love. Since 
Love was begotten on Aphrodite's birthday, and since he has also an 
innate passion for the beautiful, and so for the beauty of Aphrodite 
herself, he became her follower and servant. Again, having Contrivance 
for his father and Poverty for his mother, he bears the following 
character. He is always poor, and, far from being sensitive and 
beautiful, as most people imagine, he is hard and weather-beaten...

“You have to have a good eye 
to be able to see which birds are going to 
grow up to be competition quality. 

Schuth said the judges in poultry con¬ 
tests must go through an elaborate training 
p.-ocess before they can to rate the birds. 

Yesterday’s contest drew 86 entries — 
some from as far away as Pennsylvania, 
Connecticut, Ohio and Maine. 

Most poultry contests are insider events 
attended only by enthusiasts, Schuth said. 

But yesterday’s competition was differ¬ 
ent — the uninitiated mingled with wise- 
owl old-timers. . ...

Edith Gardner died a year ago today, and, naturally it doesn't seem 
possible that it has been a year already. In many ways, of course, it 
seems like it has been much longer. I think about her often—at least 
once a day, no matter where I am or what I am doing. She clearly and 
emphatically became a part of my life in the few short years that 
Donald and I knew her. We have not seen Gertrude much since Edith's 
death, and probably we won't in the future. Edith was the uniting 
factor. Requiescat in pace. "Isn’t it a caution." 

Today is also the deadline for applications for the full-time position 
in French at the Beaver Campus of Penn State. My application is 
complete and in place and I should hear from someone about the 
application before too long. "The review of applications will begin 
October 15, 1991 and continue until suitable candidates are found," 
says the announcement of the opening in the September 4, 1991 <.p. B19) 
issue of The Chronicle of Higher Education. On the 11th, I gave 
Sherbine a copy of my letter to Dr. Margaret Cote of 9/o0 and a copy 
of her letter to me of 10/4. He acknowledged receipt of my note to him 
in a memo to me of yesterday (which I picked up in my mailbox earl let 
today). So the application is out of my hands and all I have to do is 
to wait and see what happens. I hope that Beaver proceeds fairly 
quickly so that I can take action on other possibi -ies if the Beaver- 
possibility doesn’t materialize. It’s pleasant to have the ball in 
someone else's court, so to speak. 


I took the BIG PLUNGE (so to speak) today and mailed in my entry to 

THE OHIO NATIONAL, sponsored by the Ohio Poultry Breeders Association, 

to be held on November 9-10, 1991 in Columbus, Ohio. It will be a 
State meet of the APA. It is the main event of the poultry exhibition 
year. I have entered twelve birds: seven standards and five bantams. 
They' all are, or will be, in first class condition at the time of the 
show in November and, naturally, I am optimistic that I will win big 
at the show. Anything is possible. My birds are very high quality 

birds and they are in good condition and they are just as likely as 

anyone else's birds to win. DWP will go along. 


I also entered the Garden State Poultry Fanciers’ Association s fall 
show on November 16/17 this year. That will be the last show of the 
year for SRP and, hopefully, after that show I will have accumulated 
respectable number of master exhibitor points for the year. I have 
entered 21 birds: 15 standards and 6 bantams. One of these days I am 
going to win Grand Champion Large Fowl of the Show. Garden State would 
be a good time for such a win (says he, modestly).

Donald and I drove up to the Rochester Poultry Association's show in 
Mumford, NY on Saturday, 10/05. I entered 16 birds. We left The 

Homestead on Saturday at about 11 A.M. and went up Route 81 to 
Binghamton and then west on Route 17 to Elmira, where we went north up 
through Watkins Glen and along the very beautiful Seneca Lake to 

Geneva and then over to Mumford. A very easy and extraordinari 1 y 
beautiful ride up, especially along Seneca Lake. The highway is up on 
the mountain along the lake and one looks down on the “finger shaped 
lake below. The western slope of the lake is covered with grape vines 
and grape growing appears to be the major industry of the at ea. The 
grapes had all been harvested when we passed through. It must be 

something when the vines are covered with grapes and the air is 
perfumed with ripening grapes. We did see some heavily laden plum 
trees with gorgeous ripe fruit. The day was cool and breezy and lt^was 
easy on the birds in the car. We arrived at Mumford at about 3:30 
P M which allowed us about 90 minutes to coop in the birds more 
than enough time. There were not many birds in the cages when we 
arrived and so we were able to make sure that my birds had cages to 
show in to their best advantage (which means, of course, that we 
switched a couple of coop tags here and there to make sure that my 

bif-ds were positioned to the best advantage). After the bilds wet e in 

their cages, we headed for Cousin Liz's house in Penfield. We made it 
to Penfield very easily but at that point it got dark and we had a 
great deal of difficulty finding the Montello residence. Pe9_s 
directions were much too vague and imprecise. In the dark we could not 
find the much-too-smal1 street signs in the area of Liz’s house. After 
about an extra hour of searching, we finally arrived at the Montello 
house (we called and they gave us more directions, which, as it tur ns 
out, were just about a vague as Peg’s. Very maddening. You can not 
tell someone "to head toward the Lake" if it is dark and you can’t see 
the lake and you don’t know where the lake is located. Liz and -am 
found it quite amusing that we had difficulty finding their place. D 
and SRP were not amused, not at all.) Liz and Sam were very pleased 
to see us and they fussed over us a lot. Drinks and then a lasagna 
dinner with wine. I am so un-accustomed to drinking and eating to that 
extent late in the evening that I had a very bad night's sleep, and so 
did DWP. I think we would have been better off staying in a motel. At 
about 7 A.M. we were up and about and Liz served a bountiful breakfast 
and we visited for about a hour and then went on our way to Mumford. 
Liz and Sam were very gracious and pleased to see us and to have 
overnight guests but the experience was difficult for oRF and DWP. Li^ 
and Sam are so non-three-dimensional and involved in being perfect sub 
urbanites that the overnight stay had the effect of a chance encounter 
in an airport waiting room or a hotel lobby. The smugness of Sam and 
Liz was particularly galling. They took too much pleasure in their 
bourgeois trinkets. Not much depth in their lives to be sure. They 
both oozed with self-righteousness. Well, so much for them. I 
shouldn't be so un-grateful for their generous hospitality. 

We arrived at the show hall on Sunday morning well before 9 A.M., 
which allowed me to fuss over the birds briefly before the judging 
began. They had had a good night's rest in the show cages and were in 
good condition for the judging. 


When all was said and done, my birds were awarded the following 
prizes: 


Champion Modern Game Bantam on a Birchen Hen 

Champion English on a White Orpington Hen 

Champion Continental on a Golden Campine Cockerel 

Reserve Champion English on a Black Orpington Hen 

Reserve Champion American on a Partridge Rock Cockerel 

RESERVE GRAND CHAMPION LARGE FOWL on the Partridge Rock 

Cockerel 


The Reserve Grand Champion of the Show on the Partride Rock Cockerel 
was very unexpected and WONDERFUL. I was not aware that a Reserve 
class champion was a contender for Reserve Grand Champion of the show. 
Maybe it is because the Grand Champion of the Show was the American 
Class champion (the New Hampshire Cock), which then elevates the 
Reserve American Champion to contender status for the Reserve Champion 
of the Show. Robert Steiner, who judged the standards and with whom I 
have had a very interesting and long chat on Partridge Rocks in the 
course of the day, is the one who caused my Partridge Rock Cockei el to 
be named Reserve Grand Champion of the Show, I’m sure. After the 
American Class was judged I spotted Steiner quietly looking at the 

Chinese Auction birds and I went up to him and asked him if I could 

ask him a couple of questions about Partridge Rocks. He was DELIGHTED 
to do so and we went to the Rocks and he took out my vei y beautiful 

Partridge Rock Cockerel and we looked him ove'-. A crowd of spectators, 

mostly people who were visiting the show ha 1 from the Genesee Country 
Museum fair and fairgounds, gathered around and Steiner and I had a 
pub lie conversation on Fartridge Rocks. It was wondet ful. App*ai ently 
Steiner raised Partridge Rocks at one time and he is fond of them. He 
also admired my Barred Rock pullet and we had her out of the cage for 
an appreciation session. He is a nice man and I am not saying that 
because he likes my birds. He is an enthusiastic and at the same time 
very quiet and reserved man and will judge at the Ohio National. After 
the show was over I naturally wrote him a letter and thanked him for 
taking the time to talk with me about Partridge Rocks; I said that I 
would look for him at the Ohio National, and I will. The Reserve Grand 
Champion Large Fowl was a very wonderful surprise—and most 
unexpected. The other major excitement of the day was watching the 
judqing of the Modern Game bantams. There were somewhere between 45 
and 50 birds in the class. Back and forth went the judge, and there 
were about 10 exhibitors who watched with the greatest attention as he 
judged. My Black hen was named Best of Variety! and then my Birchen 
hen was named Best of Variety! I could hardly believe my eyes. Then he 
selected the BV of the BB Reds and the Brown Reds. The four contenders 
for "the BB were then lined up in judging cages. My two hens are both 
moulting quite heavily and are missing many of their tail feathers, 
but they are still beautiful. Excellent type above all, and they are 
very seasoned show birds. The Black hen and one of the Reds were put 
back in their own cages and the next thing I knew my dear little 
Birchen hen was named Best of Breed and therefore CHAMPION MODERN GAME 
BANTAM OF THE SHOW. You could have knocked me over with a feather. It 
was a grand victory, comparable in every respect to the same win in 
Modern Games at Twin Tier (where the Black hen won the top place).

There were not. a great many birds in the American class and the 
Continental class and so those two class championships were not as 
exciting as the Modern Same and the American competitions. During the 
awards ceremonies at the end of the day, I was awarded an arm-full of 
trophys and rosettes. Very gratifying. We loaded up the car and were 
on our way quite quickly after the show and were back in Carbondale by 
11 P.M. Donald spent a good portion of the day in the car reading term 
papers from his classes at Penn State. In the mid-afternoon, we 
visited the museum "village," which is wonderfully authentic and 
beautifully layed out. DWP took many photographs for use in his 
classes and elsewhere. It rained and was quite raw and cold during 
much of the afternoon. 

The Berks County (PA) Poultry Fanciers' Association Show was on 10/13 
in Reading. We got up at about 5 A.M. and were on our way by 5:30 A.M. 

I packed the birds in the car in the late evening before going to bed 
and we put the car in the garage so that I could leave the trunk 
opened a crack and not have to worry about predators getting at my 
birds. It is a very workable system and we shall use it henceforth. 
The system was first used before the Cobleskill Show, I think. As the 
poultry exhibition season proceeds one learns how to manage the 
transportation of the birds and their owner to the advantage of all. 
The major innovation of the season is that of putting the birds in the 
trunk and not putting them in boxes. It is much better on the bitds: 
no damaged tail feathers from boxes and cages; the birds can freely 
interact with each other and are very contented; the hassle of boxes 
and crates has been done away with; the birds are placed on a thick 
bed of wood shavings and invariably emerge from the trunk cleaned and 
in better condition than ever before. I shall use the system from now 
on. If the birds are loaded into the trunk in the dark <.as they most 
always are), cocks and hens and pullets and cockerels can be put in 
together and the males will not harrass each other or the hens during 
the trip. The only trick is getting out the males or any particularly 
flightly birds the first thing upon arrival. 

The trip down to Reading is very easy: down 81 to Frackville and then 
south on 61 to Pottstown and then 183 south to Reading and the show 
hall: about 2 1/2 hours I suppose. Again I showed 16 birds (the fall 
show team for this year) and won the following awards: 

Champion Continental on a Golden Campine Cockerel 

Reserve Champion American on a White Wyandotte Cockerel 

Reserve Champion English on a White Oprington Hen 

Three Castlebury plaques. Very nice. But no Master Exhibitor points 
because there were not 25 birds in the Continental Class. Over and 
over aqain I win class championships and because there a: e not 2 j 
standards (or 50 bantams) in the class, I do not get the Master 
Exhibitor points. I would imagine that I have lost no less than 5C 
Master Exhibitor points this year because there have not been enough 
birds in the classes in question. Oh well. Had a very nice 
conversation with Norman Ennis about Partridge Rocks. His Cocke: el won 
the class championship. I congratulated him on his win and he said 
that he thought that my Cockerel should have won the class 




championship. I agree with him but did not say so. My Partridge hen 
was the Reserve of Breed and that was nice. Norman Ennis: Your hen 1 = 
the one that really should have won. If it were not for her being 
stuck down in a cage on the floor where the Judges can not see her, 
she would have probably wor big." Yes, I think so. That s why it. is 
important to get to the show hall early and to make sure that one s 
best, birds get the best cages. The cage can make the difference, 
especially when the birds are double tiered or (worse) triple tiered. 


Many people told me the they thought that my Partridge Rock Cockerel 
should have been the class champion. The White Orpington hen, bless 
her heart, was named Reserve Champion English. She is a very high 
quality bird in good condition, but she is quite old and does not havr 
much sparkle to her. But she does have massive size and presence and 
that carried the day. The White Wyandotte Cockerel, on his fitst 
showing, was named Reserve Champion American, and he attracted a great 
deal of attention, which pleased me very much. He is in the final 
staqes of moulting at present and will only get better as the seaso 
progresses. Th Modern Same Hens did not place well because they ate 
mou?t!ng too heavily at present. The Black Wyandotte Cockerel was 
named Best of Variety and somebody wanted to buy him from me but he is 
not, of course, for sale. His mate is now laying eggs and I will make 
every effort to raise a round of young from them this Fall, if 
possible. "Madame Minorca," seasonsed show bird that she is, did not 
o 1 ace in the winner’s circle in the Mediterranean class. Thet e wet e 
about 20 Leghorns and some very beautiful Single Comb Browns were 
awarded the ribbons. No matter. She has had many triumphs in the show 
r^ng and she will have many more. Today was not her day. I had the 
four cuckoo Belgians (old pair and two pullets) in a sales cage and 
sold them all to the young Stoneback guy for $35.00. ^ogmze him 
but I do not know his name. All in all it was a very good day. As we 
were putting the birds in the car at the end of the day, one of the 
golden Campine pullets got out of the trunk and there were about a 
dozen other exhibitors who helped DWP and I <_c*tch the dear -hi 9- - 
did nof make ' it easy for us and we spent about 10 minutes catching 
her I was pleased that my Solden Campines beat pale Godwin * 
Hamburqs The Solden Campine Cockerel seemed to have a bug 

throughout luch of the day. He was not himself. His droppings were 
cherry red and he was acting very peculiar. He also lost one of this 
main tail feathers in the course of the day. I don't understand it. I 
thought that he might have some very serious internal problem bu- 
today b (10/15) he appears to be perfecftly normal. He is diminishes •/ 
the ^ loss of the one main tail feather but not diminished to the ex ten., 
th-t he can not be shown. I don't know what his problem was/is. Maybe 
someone fed him something peculiar at the show hall. Such things do 

happen. 


lorrv Yeaw judqed the Modern Same Bantams and I do not like the way he 
it He crowded them too much and would not give them sufficient 
m tn breathe in and to show in. The birds that won are owned by the 
Manes of West Virginia and are not attractive birds. They appear more 
like reptiles than birds. The Kanes feeo them raw hamburger and the 
birds took and smell like raw meat. Their feather condition is not 
good and they are too un-bird like for my tastes.
